The 13 cent sugar which

enger bought at wholesale for 
that. 
price, was the beet variety. The con­ 
tract made by the government, 
with 
beet sugar refiners fixes a price of 12 
cents a pound to jobbers. The whole­ 
sale price is 13 cents. 
“With the candy makers’ harvest 
season of the year approaching, the 
curtailment of sugar to the manufac- 
1 irer of sweets, with a promise of pos­ 
sibly allowing him only a quarter of 
the amount he is now 
receiving is a 
most serious 
proposition, 
says 
Mr. 
Clevenger. 
While beet sugar can be used very 
nicely in the manufacture of all 
soft 
varieties of candies and taffies 
says 
Mr. Clevenger, its* use in the harder 
, varieties, such as the stick candy, is 
not so advantageous, and the finished 
product of the beet 
sugar is darker 
and coarser than that made of cane 
sugar. 
Beet sugar requires longer bolling 
to eliminate the %cids of the vegetable 
from which it is made. and-consequent­ 
ly more* of it has to be u s ed to make 
the harder candies.
